U.S. Lets Kinsey Institute 
import Lewd Pictures 


By ANTHONY LEWIS 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—The government, accept- 
ing a new legal standard for obscenity, decided today 
to let the Kinsey institute import admittedly porno- 


graphic pictures, books and 

The new standard holds that 
the material is not legally obscene 
because it is unlikely to arouse 


the ‘‘prurient of those 


who will see it. Until now the of- 
ficial position had been that a 
thing is obscene in itself, no mat- 
ter who is going to read or see it. 

The material involved had been 
seized by the Customs Bureau 
over the last seven years on its 
way to Indiana University’s In- 
stitute for Sex Research, Inc. The 
institute was founded by the late 
Dr. Aldred C. Kinsey. 
REJECTED SUIT 

Last Nov. 1, in New York, Fed- 
eral District Judge Edmund L. 
Palmieri rejected a government 
suit to have the material de- 
stroved. He laid down the rule 
that an object is not legally ob- 
scene if the person importing it 
has a genuine scientific purpose. 

Judge Palmieri held that the 
institute was entitled to have the 
impounded material. His decision 
was staved while the government 
pondered whether to appeal. 


interest” 


Today's formal action was & 
decision not to appeal from Judge 
Palmieri’s ruling. This decision 
not a narrow or technical 
one. It was based on a determina- 
tion by the Treasury Department 
to accept and apply the new ob- 
scenity standard generally. 


Was 


The Treasury, after studying 
the Palmieri opinion, recom- 
mended against appeal. It said the 
Customs Bureau could effectively 
and beneficially apply a standard 
defining obscenity in terms of the 
recipient of imported material. | 
FINAL DECISION 

The criminal division of the 
Justice Department endorsed the 
Treasury’s recommendation 
against appeal. The final decision 
was made today by Sol. Gen. J. 
Lee Rankin, who determines 
whether appeals will be taken by 
the government. 

The imports in the Kinsey case 
include, among other things, pho- 
tographs, Chinese paintings, statu- 
ettes, books and what were iden- 
tified as “lavatory wall inscrip- 
tions.”’ 

The items were sent from 
abroad, addressed to the insti- 
tute. at various times beginning 
in 1950. The Customs Bureau 
seized them but then for 
could not decide what legal steps 
to take. 

Finally, in 1956, the United 
States filed in federal court 
New York what is called a “‘libel’”’ 
action, seeking the right to de- 
stroy the material. It said the 
items were within the statute 
forbidding importation of any “‘ar- 
ticle which is obscene or 
moral.” 

Judge Palmieri based his de- 
cision in part on a Supreme Court 
ruling last June upholding the 
constitutionality of a federal stat- 
ute prohibiting the mailing of ob- 
scene material. 


PROPER STANDARD 


The opinion in the case, Roth 
vs. United States, said that the 
proper, standard for determining 
obscenity was whether “‘to the 
average person, applying contem- 
porary community standards, the 
dominant theme of the material 
taken as a whole appeals to pru- 
rient interest.”

of time to the exclusion of nearly

everything else, with almost un- 
limited disregard of the stand- 
ard of living of their people and 
with the use of forced labor. 

A free society like ours does 
not relish putting a massive in- 
vestment into research where 
private sources would carry most 
of the burden. But it is impossi- 
ble for private sources to mobi- 
lize the money and science neces- 
sary to put America ahead in 
outer space. It is impossible to 
develop speedily the weapons of 
the nuclear, push-button age un- 
less the government puts its own 
requirements of research and 
scientific manpower first. 

The test is whether our free

The Hidden 


Treasures 


Every time I drop by the public library or visit a book store. 


I’m amazed at tae temerity of writers. With all these books, I 
marvel, how can anybody conceivably say anything new on any 
subject? 

And vet the other day I happened on a delightful piece by 
Carlos Baker, professor of English at Princeton who is a Fulbright 
fellow at Oxford this year, and I picked up new hope. The tenor 
of Mr. Baker’s song, as it flowed through the pages of the New 
York Times book review section, was that so much of the life in 


‘England eludes its writers. 


The American reader in England, even one who reveres Chau- 


cer, Shakespeare and Milton, and feels that he knows Dickens, 


Trollope, Wordsworth, Browning, Dylan Thomas, C. Day Lew, Cary 
and Waugh, Kinglesy Amos and Colin Wilson “like the back of his 
hand,” misses much of England, Mr. Baker says. 


“There is more to this people than their literature overtly 
shows,”’ he points out. And then he cites a few examples. For in- 
stance: ‘‘Who can truly comprehend ‘Wuthering Heights’ if he had 
not heard the awesome wuther of the wind across a Yorkshire moor- 
land’”’ He borrows from T. S. Eliot’s list of characteristic activities 
and interests of the Briton at home and points out that few of them 
are visible in English literature. These include many things of which 
1 have heard little, if anything: ‘‘Derby Day, Henley Regatta, 
Cowes, the 12th of August, a cup final, the dog races, the pin table, 
the dart board, Wensleydale cheese, boiled cabbage cut into sec- 
tions, beetroot in vinegar, 19th century Gothic churches and the 
music of Elgar.” 

But one phrase of Mr. Baker’s story got me to wondering if 
all the writers whose works are in our book stores and libraries 
can really set our country down as it is. That phrase was ‘‘the per- 
sistent rurality of England.” 


The persistent rurality of America in general and Georgia In 
particular gets in our books, it’s true. Many fine writers whose 
works sell widely have taken up phases of life in small towns and 
country places. And yet you wonder if it isn’t so varied, so differ- 
ent around each bend of the road that a foreign reader can never 
really know it. 


Do they know about towns like Blairsville, for instance, where 
a thriving fur business is carried on in an old pool room back of a 
prim, old-fashioned looking hotel on the town square? Would they 
be astonished to see a sign on the courthouse wall advertising Dock 
‘yhomas’ spring lizards? Or know that down the road a piece one 
of America’s finest poets, Herbert Byron Reece, lives in a little 
white house on a rocky old farm? When they read of America can 
they smell the smoke of leaf fires, see the moon-white branches of 
sycamore trees in winter, taste the sharp sweetness of a late apple? 
Do they know about Decoration Day at country churches when 
families come back from cities and small towns to worship to- 
gether, ‘“‘spread dinner’’ together and put flowers, sometimes paper 
flowers, on the graves of their kin? 


Turning from the persistent rurality, I'm positive our cities are 
so different in mood and tempo and flavor that they still hold sur- 
prises for local travelers, not te mention foreign readers. Many 
efforts have been made to catch, as Christopher Morley wrote, ‘‘a 
human being in the act of being human” and set it down accurate- 
ly. Many good writers have attempted to set down an “‘average” 
American family coping with its average problems, caught up in an 
average drama. But who among us is average? Certainly not 
George Babbitt of ‘‘Main Street,” nor yet Francie in “A Tree Grows 
in Brooklyn,” any more than the people in “Huckleberry Finn” or 


“A Streetcar Named Desire.” 


Oh, writers are writing millions of words each year. Books 
flow unceasingly into the market. But if that tight little island, 
England, after all these centuries hasn’t been captured in a net of 
words there’s hope that our young, sprawling, ever-changing land 
will provide grist, fresh grist, for generations to come.

Research Money Needed 
To Lure New Industry

The course of Georgia’s economy in 1958 will be strongly in- 
fluenced by the personal economic decisions of businessmen and 
consumers in the next few months. 

But the ultimate determination of Georgia’s 
economic expansion—the speed with which it 
= proceeds to achieve its potential as ohe of the 
= nation’s healthiest states economically—will not 
be made in the world of business. ' 
; Rather it will come from the state’s political 
= arena—perhaps during the 40-day legislative ses- 
sion that begins a week from Monday. 

Certainly, it must come soon. 

For economists and industrial development ex- 
perts warn that during this period of rapid tran- 
sition in Georgia’s economic life there is no 
time for procrastination. 

In 1957, “the year of the soil bank,” the state 
witnessed a resulting upsurge in the heavy migration from farm 
to cily. 

Forced from the land by federal agricultural policies that 
wiped out the admittedly slim opportunities left for making a go 
of it, farm families swarmed into nearby communities and larger 
cities in the state hoping for industrial employment. 

But despite Georgia’s still-rapid, if not record-setting indus- 
trial expansion during the year, many were disappointed. Jeb 
rolls were not growing fast enough to absorb them all. 

Thus, ‘new industry remained Georgia’s greatest need—or was 
it second greatest? 


NEED TO PROVIDE FOR NEW INDUSTRY 


Now, it is evident, the state is faced with an even greater 
need—providing the means for obtaining the new industry that will 
give jobs to the record numbers of people leaving rural life. 

And that’s where the Legislature and administration come in. 

For providing the means will cost money, which one or the 
other—or both—are in a position to make available. 

The means? Data—facts and figures still sorely lacking which 
can be uncovered only by competent, authoritative research. 

The cost? A million dollars would launch the vitally needed, 
comprehensive program right now. In addition to financing the 
necessary research facilities and tools, this amount would kiek off 
the studies in such a way that they would require considerably 
smaller annual appropriations in the years ahead. 

But a smaller, piecemeal appropriation at this time would 
make the program far more costly (in more ways than one)—and 
probably less effective—in the long run.

One of the most important projects of this nature is the de- 
velopment of data on the rapidly-expanding markets in Georgia 
and the Southeast—detailed information on the people and places 
that would be customers for the products of manufacturers who 
are otherwise interested in building plants in Georgia. 

SURE OF MARKET BUT CAN’T PROVE IT 

Today, according to one of Georgia's top industrial develop- 
ment men, there are known to be many manufacturers like the 
one in Chicago who recently told him, ‘I would build two plants 
in Georgia tomorrow—if you had reliable data that would prove 
to me such a move would be justified on the basis of the market 
for my products in your area.” 

Added the Georgia man, ‘‘We're sure the market is here. but 
we can't prove it. We need that data badly.”’ 

Thus, 1958 will be a year of decision for Georgia’s economic 
future—a decision that can be made only by the legislative and 
administrative representatives of Georgians, whose taxes make up 
the wherewithall. 

Meanwhile, preliminary estimates indicate that the main cog 
in Georgia’s economy—industrial expansion—fell short of its ad 
vance billing for 1957 and somewhat behind the record-breaking 
pace of 1956—even allowing for a $60 million overestimate in that 
year’s Capital spending announcements. 

There is no evidence that racial problems, including the much 
publicized one in Little Rock, had anything to do with the decline. 


DELAYS STEMMED FROM TIGHT MONEY 


Rather, it is obvious that delays in new plan decisions stemmed 
frem tight money that made large capital outlays much more 
costly, and from the more recent economic retrenchment that 
left many industries with excess production capacity. 

It should be remembered that 1956 produced announcements 
of many huge projects that were under construction during all of 
1957—and on into this year, for that matter.

South Grows Up Industry-Wise;

Despite general fluctuations which occurred in the economy 
toward the latter part of 1957, the South as a whole chalked 
up another relatively good year and established new records in 
important areas ot business. 

In the opinion of Philip W. Moore of Miami, president of 
the Southern Assn. of Science and Industry, 1957 was a period 
during which the region could be characterized as having 
achieved “industrial maturity.” 7 

Since this is true, he declared: ‘The next decade should 
see the South<‘assume a place of leadership in the economic 
affairs of the nation.” 7 . 

Moore, who is president of the First Research Corp., cited 
the fact that in 1957 there were 1,314 new manufacturing plants 
reported in the 15-state Southern region. He stressed that this 
total included only those plants with 25 or more employes. It

such development organizations as the Georgia Power Co., the 
Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, and the Southern Assn. of 


Science and Industry. 


The latter’s estimate showed an increase from 115 in 1956 to 
139 last year in the number of new plants settled in Georgia. 
SASI did not estimate the resulting capital investment, employ- 


ment or payrolls. 


But Georgia Power and State Chamber figures, though still 
incomplete at this writing, indicated that Georgia’s new industry 
growth in 1957 declined from 1956 by about 20 per cent in number, 
more than two-thirds in capital (dollar) investment, and over 40 
per cent in both number of jobs and new payrolls (in dollars). 

Even with such declines, Georgia’s momentum was so strong 
that 1957 will be ranked among its best growth years up to this 


time.

Electric power consumption in) 
Georgia Power Co.'s service area 
soared to a record 8.7 billion kil- 
owatt hours during 1957, and the 
number of customers increased 
by 62,051. 

Consumption in the service area, 
exclusive of the Valdosta division 
(acquired during 1957), totaled 
8.3 billion k.w.h., an increase of 
6.4 per cent. Commercial and in- 
dustrial sales showed an even 
sharper rise—9 per cent—in climb- | 
ing to 4.8 billion k.w.h. in 1957. 
Including the Valdosta division, | 
commercial use totaled 5,000,000,-

More than $51,000,000 was spent 
by the company in 1957 for the 
construction of new electric fa- 
cilities.

Stock Market Finished 


Year on Hesitant Note 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2—The stock market wound 
up the year on a hesitant note, with only about 15 per 


cent of the losses recovered. | 
The market started the year on a downtrend, but this was re- 


versed early in February. There followed a strong advance that 
carried into July. 


July’s high approximated the all-time high 
made in 1956. For three months the market sold 
off sharply, making a low in October, which also 
was the lowest point in 2% years. Since then 
it has held in a 27-point trading range. 


The market had run ahead of business and 
outguessed corporation profits, but its main diffi- 
culties stermmed from Washington complacency 
and confusion. 


The biggest contributor to the market's par- 
ticular troubles was the wrong guessing by the 
Federal Reserve in pursuing too long and too

stringently its tight money policy. 

In August, when the market was on its way down and the busi- 
ness boom was showing signs of topping out and deflation rather 
than inflation was becoming a factor, the Federal Reserve gave an 
unprecedented hard turn of the screws of its tight money policy. 


Then, as evidence piled up that this was a mistake, the Federal 
Reserve dillydallied, waiting until the middle of November to re- 
verse itself. It acted none too soon. If it had delayed much longer, 
there would have been a real debacle in the bond market. Hun- 
dreds of millions of new bond offerings were on dealer’s shelves 
and many dealers were being squeezed too close to the breaking 
point. The reversal turned the bond market around and the sticky 
issues moved out. 


Next to this was the complacency in handling defense, particu- 
larly as to missiles. Russia’s success with the first and second 
sputniks ended this.

The President had his third illness—a mild stroke—but the 
new’s on this was so badly handled that more confusion was created. 

The budget also was bungled, so much so that the Defense ¢ce- 
partment found it necessary to cut back on the vital aircraft pro- 
gram and to stretch out payments.

Another arm of the government also played a disruptive role— 
the Supreme Court.

Among the various stock groups, the railroad and air line 
shares had rough going. Profits in both transportation fields are 
being squeezed by a delay, linger and wait policy on needed fare 
increases, particularly for the air lines. 


Overproduction caught up with the coppers and the oils, and 
the steels were hurt by the reduction in operations. The tobaccos, 
which had been sold earlier in the year on the cancer scares, came 
back. The aircrafts were upset by the defense cutbacks, which will 
now have to be restored. So it has gone.
